NEW YOHK Sept. 7.— It was during 


fee year 1&>1 that the schooner yacht 
America went to Europe aud won the 
cnp which has ever since borne the name 
of that vessel. 
The idea of building 


the boat was conceive^^y Commodore 
John C. Stevens of the New '^rk Yacht 
elnb, who believed that there were many 
Jrcphies and side bets to h£ gathered in 
on the other side of the ocean, and that 
George Steers of Williamsbnrg (now 
kuowu as the e:isteru district of Brook- 
lyn) was the man to design aud pat to- 
gether the needed yacht. 
While the 


vessel waa in course of construction, 
March, 1851, the Royal Yacht squadron 
seat a communication to Commodore 
Stevens offering the hospitalities of the 
club to the New Yorkers. The America 
left New York in the early part of July, 
1851, for Cowes, England. 


When the America nrst appeared be- 


fore the guze «>f tlio Englishmen she 
created a feeling of great surprise. A 
regatta was arranged for and took plai e 
on Aug. 32, and the prize was the Roy- 
al Squadron cup, worth 100 guineas. 
The course was irom Cowes around il\t 
Isle of Wight, with a time allowance 
for tonnage. The America had 14 com 
petitors, several of them being of 
greater tonnage than herself. 


The America beat the whole fleet of 


English racers easy enough, and when 
•he came in no other yacht was in sight 
from the position that her majesty, 
Queen Victoria, had taken to see the 
finish. When the victorious America 
hove in sight the qneen turned to her 
attendant and inquired : 


"Who wins?" 
"The America, your majesty," re- 


plied the lord chamberlain. 


"And who is second?" continued the 


qneen, trying to conceal her chagrin. 


"Alas ! vour majesty," the chamber- 


lain answered with tears in his eyes, 
"there is no second." 


The America afterward sailed in a 


match with the 100-ton schooner Titauia 
in a strong breeze and beat her by more 


«nld not induce anybody else to meet 
him, 
and he finally sold the yacht to 


Lord de Blanquiere for |5,000, under 
whoaa management she was afterward 
raised to the 84-ton cutter Arrow, los- 
ing once and then winning. The yacht 
nmainad in England until 1801, chang- 
ing ownership several times, and waa 
then sold to a southerner, who convert- 
ed her into a blockade runner. 


While iu this business she ran up the 
8t. Johns river, in Florida, to escape 
the United Stat«s frigate Wabash, and 
•was scuttled there.

Cranberry Beaton How. 


Mrs. Rorer's recipe , for cranberry 


cream calls for a pint of cranberries, 
which must be in a sancepan with 
about a teaspoonful of water, just 
enough to keep them from scorching. 
Cover the saucepan and as soon as 
the cranberries pop press through a 
calendar. Add one cup of sugar and 
two tafolespocasful of gelatine that 
has been allowed to stand for half an 
hour covered with four tablespoons- 
ful of water. 
Now stand the pan 


holding the mixtures of berries, 
sugar and gelatine in another pan of 
cracked ice, stir till it begins to 
thicken, then stir in a pint of thick 
cream, turn in a mold and stand 
away to harden.

Affected 
sheep may void the g«rms ami the un- 
affected swallow them. Bnt when void- 
ed these eggs or germs must have proper 
conditions, or they perish. Heat and 
moisture seem to be requisite to pro- 
longation and development of them. 
Hence low, wet or moist pastures are dau- 
gerone grazing grounds, and the flock- 
Easter is unwisft \vho assigns such to 
his fluckF. Even the sheep know this 
danger from instinct and will not occu- 
py snch lands if they have opportunity 
to get enough to eat on higher grounds. 
On the latter the germs dry up and lose 
their vitality. It is well always to guard 
against the contraction of the^e difficul- 
ties by giving preventives. Salt, sulphur 
and spirits of turpentine are the three 
great preparations for this purpose. 
Keep clear salt before the animals for 
two weeks, and the third week add one- 
sixth sulphur and a tablespoonfnl of 
spirits of turpentine to a quart of the 
mixture, and so continue to alternate. 
Do this and internal parasite* willnot 
be apt to trouble. —Exchange. 


Corn Bnw. 


Corn b-an comprises one-eighth of the 


weight • 
the shelled corn ground in 


the mih. The chemical analysis of corn 
bran, by G. L. Teller of the Arkansas 
elation, shows that it contains 11 per 
rent of nitrogenous matter, while the 
whole corn contains over ft per cent 
and the bolted corn flour it per cent. 
The amount of fat is nearly doubled in 
the bnm, being *'., JKT cent, on account 
of thi oil in the seed cffr s. 
The corn 


bran soutains a higher percentage of 
crude protein and ash, four times as 
much fiber, but less water and much 
less starchy matter. This analysis indi- 
cates that corn bran hag a food value 
nearly equal to that of wheat bran, 
though the stiffness of ,the seed coats 
renders the maize bran less palatable 
for nse as a single food. 
Being lew* ni- 


trogenous that wheat bran, but contain- 
ing more fat, com bran forms a very 
useful addition to ground wheat f* rye., 
or to middling*, cottcmieed meal and
